US Patent 6,298,622 is assigned to PlasteduSA, a Swiss Company. 

This patent which relates to self-supporting construction elements of expanded plastics material and to construction 
assemblies including the same adapted in particular for manufacturing floor elements and waUs of buildings in 
At the time the original Italian application upon which a claim for priority has been based, and the subsequent U.S. patent 
applications were filed matured into U.S. Patent 6,298,622, the primary concern of the Patentee was thatof devising 
products mainly designed for the European market, the U.S. market of which Plastedil had at that toe little or no 
exoerience at all being a promising future market, ■ 
After an initial period following the grant of U.S. Patent 6,298,622 during which possible commercial contacts were 
developed and above all, a Ml knowledge was acquired of which kind of self-supporting construction elements were 
SuTto US. rnSet, the inventor realized that the claims of U.S. Patent 6,298,622 recited features which toted 
the scope of protection to an extent narrower than was previously assumed without having a full knowledge of the sett- 
supporting construction elements which could be marketed in the U.S.. fi„; c w«ritli 
Sis particular market, in fact, the current industrial practice requires that the expanded ^^^2^ 
a rigid covering element rather than a sheet-like member for supporting at least one layer of a suitable covering matenal as 
it happens in the European market. 

A deeper analysis of the matter reveled that, not withstanding what the inventor had understood the patent clatm £ ; we. e 
drafted from the outset mat is, in the original Italian application, in such a way that an alternative ^embodiment of tiie self- 
supporting construction element and of the construction assembly of the invention, in which the sheet-like member for 
suppS at least one layer of a suitable covering material was replaced by a rigid covering element, was not covered even 
thoueh it was clearly described in the specification. *„,„♦;„„ 
The primary error with respect to U.S. Patent 6,298,622, which has the object of devising setf-supporttng constru tion 
elements of expanded plastics material and construction assemblies including the same f^*.^^ 
resistance to fire and to aging phenomena, resides in the fact that each of independent claims 27, 42 and 55 is unduly 
ZSdfa Sew ofX prS and fails to provide a protection for the aforementioned alternative embodiment of the 
invention as disclosed in the patent. . , w- 

It has in fact be deterrnined that the aforementioned object may be achieved in a new and unobvious way by a 
up orting construction element and by a comtruction assembly wmch do not necessardy mc^ 
for supporting at least one layer of a suitable covering material as currently recited in granted claims 27, 42 and 55, but 
which include, instead, a rigid covering element as was clearly described in the patent
